WASHINGTON (D. C.), April 30.—[By the 
Associated Press.} .The Supreme Court of 
the United States today renéred-an opin- 
ion in the cases of ‘The People of the State 
of California va. the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company and the Northern Railway 
Company. These cases are commonly 
known by the name of the “California tax 
cases,” and have excited interest, not only 
in California, but in financial circles in the 
East. The suits were brought by the State 
of California to recover State and county 
taxes laid on the railroads’ franchises and 
the rolling stock of the several companies 
as assessed by the Board of Equalization, 
and do not involve .assessments made 
by county boards, nor assessments on 
lands of the companies, the taxes on 
which are duly paid. ‘fhe compamies 
also tendered and paid 60 per cent. (in one 
case 50 per cent.) of the taxes sued for 
without prejudice to either side as to the 
remainder. The defenses set ‘up in the 
present suits were much the same as in 
Similar suits decided two years ago. They 
were: First, alleged discrimination against 
the company contrary to the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution in disallow- 
ing a deduction for - mortgages, which is 
allowed to all other citizens; second, that 
the assessors included property which, by 
the State Constitution, the State Board of 
Equalization had no right to assess, but 
which was assessable and actually assessed 
by the county boards; third, that the 
assessments in somé of the cases ineinded 
franchises granted to the company by Con- 
gress, such as that of constructing railroads

CnicaGo, April 50.—The nomination of 


| Melville W. Fuller of Chicago, as Chief 


Justice of the United States, is regarded 
here with unbounded satisfaction by lead- 
ing men of both parties. Fuller in every 
respect is fitted to fill that high office. He 
was born in Augusta, Me., in 1853; gradu- 
ated at Bowdoin m 15855, Minister Phelps 
being his classmate. After studying law 
at Bangor and attending lectures at Har- 
vard, Fuller came west to Chicago. His 
ability was speedily recognized and for 
30 years he has won distinction among the 
foremost members of the bar. 

He has been prominent at several Demo- 
cratic national conventions, and in 1860 
was selected to deliver the address of wel- 
come to Stephen A, Douglas. In his prac- 
tice inthe Supreme Court of the United 
States, Fuller has frequently come in con- 
tact with Edmunds, Thurman and other 
great lawyers, but has never failed to hold 
his own againstthe greatest of them. He 
is familiar with the decrees of courts, and 
especially with all constitutional questions. 

ben Fuller was informed of the nomina- 
tion he was overwheimed with surprise 
and requested that he be not pressed for an 
extended interview, simply stating that he 
would accept the nomination.

Greiste, in proposing the health of Schurz, 
said, asa popular orator, asthe leader of a 
brigade in the civil war, asa senator and 
ministerin a model administration, Schurz 
had always remained the same true man. 

Schurz replied: “I stand here as a sim- 
ple American citizen of German birth, We

does not diminish our affection for our old 
mother. We greeted with great enthusiasm 
the completion of the union of the Father- 
land, under the leadership of the brave

THE VATICAN’S DECISION. 


English Comments on the Pope's 
Anti-league Decree. 

Lonvon, April 30.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Pall Mall Gazette, com- 
menting on the Papal decree, says: “The 
Pope’s blunder amazes us. It will make no 
difference in the condition of affairs in Ire- 
land, while alliances with the Pope will dis- 
please England.” 

The St. James Gazette asks what Glad- 
stone thinks of his position now. What the 
Vatican declared to be a damning sin, Glad- 
stone, it says, considers exclusive dealing. 

The Globe says that Archbishop Walsh 
doubtiess did his utmost to refute Mgr. 
Persico’s;statement relative to the condition 
otaffairs in Ireland. It is possible, as the 
Daily News estimates, that the Pope has 
been threatened with something 
schism. The decree means that law and 
order, which were-menaced by the-junction 
of a stréng British party with the Parnell- 
ites, have now, in the Vatican’s opinion, 
=— the disturbing forces assailing 

The Star denounces the decree as cruel, 

rilous and wanton. It says: “Ireland, 

ghting with back to the wall, will never, 
perhaps, dis2over the methods by which the 
attack was instigated. If Ireland submits 
to sacrifice liberty toa base Tory intrigue 
she will be oe of the freedom which 
in a few years Englishmen will grant her if 
she maintains her demands.” The paper 
summons Englishmen to denounce their 
ministers’ intrigue. lreland, it declares, 
will accept political advice and counsel 
from no power but her chosen political lead- 


ers. 

The Standard argues that the effect of the 
decree will be disastrous tothe National 
League by lessening its contributions.. 

The Irish parliamentary party will taxe 
no steps in connection with the decree, but 
will leave the question on its merits to the 
appreciation of the people. The promoters 
and supporters of the plan of campaign do 
not expect that the decree will act as a 
serious eheck to the enterprise. 

Lonpon, April 30.—The Standard says 
leaders of the opposition intend to attempt: 
amore active policy for the remainder 
of the session of Parliament. It is 
understood ‘that the Parnellites will 
aot take action as a whole against 
the Papal decree. It is * probable 
that some of them will write resenting let- 
ters. The exact terms of the decree are 
still a profound secretin Rome outside of 
the Vatican. The main points were un- 
doubtedly published in the instructions sent 
to the higher clergy. 

The Rome correspondent of the Times 
says: “Most of the Irish ecclesiastics give 
their cordial adhesion to the Pope’s brief. 
Itis reported that Archbishop Walsh said

The News says: “The publication of the 
Papal decree reduces the ‘matter to a very 
narrow limit. It will probably have little 
practical effect, for the account of the plan 
of campaign given. by the Vatican 
will not be accepted as accurate by those de- 
fending it. The Nationalists are presented 
with good advice, notin a menacing spirit, 
and it is unlikely that the decree will cause 
much excitement.

Balfour's Irish Land 
Commission Bill Balfour offered to give 
favorable consideration to any suggestions 
or amendments which would improve its 
workings,

THE POPE AND THE LEAGUE. 

LONvDON, April 30.—A dispatch from 
Rome says that the College of the Holy 
Office was charged to examine Mgr. 
Persico’s reports, and when it inquired 
whether the Catholics belonging to the 
National League were guilty of sin and de- 
barred from absolution in the congregation, 
the Pope, presiding, replied in the affirina- 
tive, and drew up a decree to that effect. 
Cardinal Simeoni — under the Pope’s 
orders, forwarded the decree to Ireland, 
with special instructions to Mgr. Persico 
and the Irish Episcopacy, when instructing 
the clergy to enforce it, to inform them that 
they must refuse absolution to any one de- 
clining to renounce membership in the 
National League. It is further stated that 
neither the league nor its political aims 
were explicitly condemned by the Holy 
Office, which confines itself to declaring that 
the methods employed are con to the 
religious duties of Catholics. The Pope ap- 
proved the decision without in any way 
entering into the political questions pending 
between and Ireland. Archbisho 
Walsh is still in Rome, in compliance wi 
orders from the Vatican. 

A meeting composed of Irishmen and 
Englishmen, held at Aldershot, condemned 
the Papal decree and resolved to found a 
branch of the home rule organization and 
to cease contribution to Peter’s pence. 

DuBLIN, April 30.—Cardinal Simeoni has 
written a letter tothe Irish bishops in the 
form of a propaganda, inclosing the Papal 
decrees relative to the plan of campaign 
and boycotting. The Mitchellstown branch 
of the National League discussed the decree 
and has decided that it will not take its pol- 
itics from Rome. 


TURKEY MENACING GREECE. 

LonpDon, April 30.—The Turkish Govern- 
ment has recalled the Turkish Minister at 
Athens, and has demanded that Greece 
shall dismiss her consul at Monaster and 
other Greek officials in Macedonia. The 
Porte claims that these officials have been 
fomenting agitations under cover 
of brigandage, assisted i their agent.

Shortly -after 
Tux Times’ exposure, the San Francisco 
“papers took the subject up and after a 
thorough investigation the Examiner shows | 
the San Francisco exchange up in this 
fashion: 

There isa wonderful reptession in Val- 
entine’s corral at Piatt’s Hail, compared to 
the shove, push and jostie of a week. ago, 
when the: “Westerp Grain and Stock Ex- 
change” was rufM@fing in full foree, 40 
clerks being engaged inside the railing 
figuring out.with pen and ink the height of 
the gambling feveron the outside among 
the bulls and bears. 

That portion of the vast hall then oc- 
cupied by the offices of the “clock”’ schem- 
ers is deserted now, while the busses of the 
institution are out at large, endeavoring to 
square all possible ordinances that might 
compel them to everlastingly remain closed, 

A few of the plucked pigeons hang around 
the place still, not that they hope to try 
their tuck again, as they are entirely de- 
nuded of their wherewith to gamble, but 
because od have nothing else better to do, 
being completely shattered, morally as well 
as financially. 

There is also in their minds a lingering 
hope that oneof the old proprietors, whose 

urse has grown plethoric on their former 

nvestments, might come along and be un- 
able to resist a ‘‘mace’’ for the stereotyped 
dollar ‘to send a dispatch east for a reinit- 
tance,” the said doilar being immediately 
invested next door on a combination on the 
races—-the last hope fora nett 

The “clock’’ system of gambling was first 
introduced in this city nearly two years ago 
in the most fit locality to be chosen. The 
headquarters wére in the rooms formerly 
occupied by Isaac Giazier, the stock-broker, 
on California street, east of Leidesdorff. 
The concern made-its appearance abvut the 
time when the first fight was made by the 
authorities against ‘“hokey-pokey” and 
when the faro-banks had also been shut 
down. The gambling element of the city 
was redbot for sport, and the “clock” game 
went immensely. Several other houses 
started up, but were closed through some 
unknown agency, while W. D. Valentine & 
Co., the originators, kept open house and 
moved to Platt’s Hall, where a larger crowd 
could be mtistered at onetime. Each day, 
from 10:30 o’clock in the morning until long 
after the shades of night had fallen, the 
doors remained wide open for the entrance 
of the slaves desiring to purchase contracts 
and gamble. 

FICTITIOUS QUOTATIONS, 

These contracts were supposed to repre- 
urchase or sale from or te the Ex- 
change of a quantity of pork, wheat, corn, 
oats or Missouri Pacific shares. They were 
in two colors, yellow and red, the first being 
furnished to the gambler who waged his 
money thata certain cereal, stock or com- 
modity would decline in price, and the reas 
given to those who were willing to bet that 
they wou'd advance in price. ‘The rise and 
fall in values was regulated by a brass ma- 
chine called the*‘automatic quotation-exhib- 
itor,’ which is the invention of a young man 

named W.D. Valentine, whose name was 
also posted as a proprietor in the concern. 

‘The routine work observed by the “clock” 
Manipulators wherever their machines are 
in operation is this: | 

Every morning the quotations of the com- 
modities quoted by the exchange, such as 

' Wheat, corn, oats, pork and Missouri Pacific 
(over 1500), an equal number each, bearing 
heures such as 3s, 44, 4¢ and for grain and 
Stock quotations, aud 5 and lv cents for pork 
quotations are mixed by the 
operators and then placed in the receptacle. 
On each side of the exhibitor is a register, 
whieh indicates the advance and the de- 

‘cline. The machinery is worked by a pow- 
erful electric battery; hence the quotations 
which are placed in the exhibitor are auto- 
matically forced outward into the registers 
at intervals of two every 30 seconds; the 
first or bottom quotation is forced into the 
left register, and the second into the right 
register, the left bearing the inscription “Ad- 
vance,” and the right “Decline,” and so on 

uotations. A record 
of the last quotation of the machine is kept 
on a large biack board, from- whieh the spec- 
ulator tears his fate. 

As an illustration of how easy it is to lose 
money on the concern, and how heavy the 
percentage against the player, an Examiner 
reporter some time ago invested the smallest 
amount allowed by the “exchange,” $5, and 
received in return a contract of which the 
following is an exact copy:

A curious faet. in connection with the 
“exchange” people is that they claim to be 
dealers in grain, provisions, bonds and pe- 
troleum, whereas, in reality, they have no 
warehouse in which to store these articles, 
and as a matter.of fact, if called upon to de- 
liver the goods, they could not produce the 
smallest fraction of any of these commod- 
ities. No such demand has ever been made 
upon them, however, as the gambler knows 
too well that his margin would be exhausted 
and be “wiped out” in less than an hour; 
and, besije, the tentracts have a saving 
clause, which is tothe effect that the pur- 
chaser agrees to pay not only the market 
price in Chicago, but also any additional 
— that may appear upon their black- 
yoard, which metnod, if pursued assidu- 
ously, would bankrupt the richest man in 
the world in a month, 

HEAVY COMMISSIONS, 

The commissions demanded by the “ex- 
change” froin its dupes are one-eighth of a 
cent per bushel in each transaction in 
grain, one-eighth of 1 per cent. per share on 
Missouri Pacific, and five cents per barrel. 
on-pork. The deals accepted, which cor- 
respond to the limit in a faro game, are 
from 500 to 100,000 bushels of grain, from 
five to 1000 shares of Missouri Pacific, and 
from 20 to 5000 barrels of pork. All who 
understand the game of faro, which the po- 
lice have been very industrious in suppress- 
ing, will recognize in. this mode of gam- 
bling merely another method of ‘bucking 
the tiger,’’the only difference being that the 
vercentage in favor of the bank is much 

arger in the “exchange” than it is in the 
game of faro. Another material difference 
is thatin faro the dealer does not take a 
commission, while the “exchange” demands 
$1 on each $5 staked againstthe game. In 
faro the player bets on a card to win or 
lose as he pleases, while in the ‘Exchange’ 
the gambler stakes his coin on grain, shares 
or pork to rise or fall. 

At times men have been known to win 
smril amounts, but a canvass of the play- 
ers for two days failed to bring to light one 
devotee of the game who had hot ma 
large loser in the long run. 

SURE TO LOSE. 

Employés of the game claim that the pro- 
prietors are losers, but the fact remains 
that Valentine, who was a poor man when 
he opened for business is now quite 
wealthy. Theclass of players attracted to 
the game varies frum the wealthy broker 
who plays for bundreds of dollars, down to 
the salaried clerk who contracts gray hairs 
and mourns the loss of his puny $5. Men 
who have kept a close watch on the cash 
operations claim that the game profits 
to the extent of several thousand dollars 
daily, and the close of some weeks has seen 
the bank as much as $50,900 ahead, 

The scheme was started in Chicago, and 
the police commenced such a crusade against 
it thataithough the gamblers fought hard, 
they were tinally compe!led to close,
